Washington, March 19.—The house 
Wednesday entered upon the considera­ 
tion of the resolutions censuring Mr. 
Bayard for speeches delivered by him

tion last fall. 
Mr. Hitt, chairman of the foreign af­ 
fairs committee, and Mr. McCreary,who 
was chairman of the committee in the 
last congress, opened respectively for 
and against the resolutions. Mr. Dra­ 
per (rep., Mass.) announced his inability 
to bring himself to vote for the resolu­ 
tions on censure. If the utterances were 
inappropriate the punishment was too 
harsh. Mr. Cousins’ speech in support 
of the resolutions was the feature of 
the proceedings. The debate will con­ 
clude today. 
Mr. H itt reviewed the speeches de­ 
livered by Mr. Bayard. The one at Ed­ 
inburgh, delivered two days after the 
November election, he characterized as 
a “political diatribe.”

Since the organization of the govern­ 
m ent the president, Mr. McCreary said, 
had controlled our diplomatic officers, 
recalling, removing or reprimanding 
them when it was deemed necessary. 
Mr. Cousins (rep., Iowa), also a mem­ 
ber of the committee, supported the 
resolutions. He said: “This deliberate 
and unexampled breach of diplomatic 
etiquette, this ungrateful, unprovoked 
and unbecoming insult to a majority of 
the people of America, to her distin­ 
guished living and her honored dead, 
by one who bore their confidence, their 
mission and credentials, must not be 
left unchallenged, since it has entered 
the annals of our diplomatic history.” 
Mr. Bayard, he declared, toadied to 
the Cobden club and to the school of 
Manchester and to his own prejudice, 
and told Great Britain that protection 
iii America had banished men of inde 
pendent mind and character from its 
public councils, when he knew that on 
the very day he uttered that indictment 
the list of independent minds that 
championed the doctrine of protection 
in America had grown to the greatest 
and most significant majority that ever 
spoke their independence at a popular 
election in this country. 
Mr. Dinsmore (dom., Ark.), in closing, 
analyzed Mr. Bayard’s utterances on 
the subject of protection and defended 
them. 
He quoted from Senator Chand 
ler’s interview about the “levies on pro­ 
tected industries” by the boomers of 
McKinley. This statement brought Mr 
Grosvenor (rep., Ohio) to his feet, with 
an indignant denial of its truth. 


S en ate F oreign 
C om m ittee 
D ecid es to 


Snpport tile C onferees. 
Washington. March 19.—The senate 
committee on foreign-relations decided 
Wednesday to stand by the agree­ 
ment reached by the senate conferees 
and to support the house Cuban mo­ 
tions as a substitute for the 
senate 
resolutions on the same subject. The 
committee was not a unit on the propo­ 
sition, but it was carried by a safe ma­ 
jority. Among the objections made to 
the house declaration were those based 
upon grammatical construction and the 
reference to this country’s commercial 
interest in the settlement of the Cuban 
trouble. These blemishes were gener 
ally admitted, but it was contended that 
the principal objection in the senate 
was not so much to the house resolu­ 
tion as to any expression whatever. 
Senator Sherman, as chairman of the 
committee, was requested to keep the 
Cuban question as well to the front as 
possible and to get a vote at the earliest 
possible date.

elections,” may compel him to resign.

KANSAS POPULISTS. 


C onvention A dopt* a P la tfo r m an d Se­ 
le c ts N a tio n a l D eleg a tes. 
Hutchinson, Kas., March 19.—The 
populist state convention Wednesday 
unanimously 
and 
without 
debate 
adopted the platform reported, which 
is along the lines of the Omaha resolu­ 
tions. It begins with an appeal to all 
opponents of the single gold standard 
to unite in state and national alliances 
with the people’s 
party. 
It 
favors 
economical government, demands the 
overthrow of trusts and government 
ownership and control of the public 
utilities; demands that power be taken 
from the president and secretary of the 
treasury to issue bonds, maintains that 
all money should be issued by the gov­ 
ernment, favors free coinage at 16 to I 
independent of other nations, and con­ 
cludes with a denunciation of trial of 
citizens by injunction 
or 
contempt 
proceedings without trial by jury. 
Delegates to the national convention 
at St. Louis were selected, apparently 
without strife. 
They 
are: 
Ex-Gov. 
Lewelling, John W. Breidenthal, W. 
A. Harris and Frank Doster. Eighty- 
eight other delegates were chosen by 
congressional districts. They are prac­ 
tically solid for a union of all advocates 
of free silver upon a common- ticket 
and are not decided upon any candi­ 
date, preferring to await developments.

Washington, March 19.—During the 
consideration in the senate Wednesday 
of a resolution to open the Uneom- 
pahgre reservation in Utah Secretary 
Hoke Smith was severely criticised by 
Senators Cannon (Utah), Wolcott (Col.)

said there had been a time when a cab­ 
inet officer who deliberately disobeyed 
the law would be brought before the 
bar of the senate, but that it was now 
quite common for such officers to re­ 
fuse to carry out the law.

Paris, March 19.—The French gov­ 
ernment gave evidence last night that 
the announcement made by M. Berthe- 
lot Tuesday of the remonstrance he had 
offered against the Egyptian campaign 
up the Nile In a conversation with the 
Marquis of Dufferin was taken much 
more seriously than they were prepared 
for. The outbreak of approval from the 
French press and people and the popu 
lar clamor for even more decisive meas­ 
ures of protest seem to have alarmed 
the government and awakened an ap 
prehension that they are being precipi 
tated into a position of hostility to the 
plan of Grdat Britain backed by the ap 
proval of the dreibund which might en 
tail the gravest consequences. The en 
thusiasm awakened in France, in fact, 
seems to enter more into the apprehen 
sions of the French ministers than the 
irritation abroad. 
As a consequence steps have been 
taken to dull a little the seemingly 
sharp edge of the communication made 
to the British ambassador by M. Ber- 
thelot, the minister of foreign affairs. 
The following explanation, with its dis­ 
tinct tone of deprecation, is made semi­ 
officially: 
“Tuesday’s note was merely a short 
and rapidly drafted summary of the 
objections which France found it nee 
essary to formulate in view of the un 
expected and sudden decision of Great 
Britain. 
“France also intended unequivocally 
to intimate that she did not intend to 
ignore the matter. 
“But this in nowise implies a hostile 
attitude. On the contrary, they think 
that, in view of the mutual friendly re 
lations, frank and outspoken language 
will contribute to the removal of mis 
understandings. 
“The interview between M. Berthelot 
and the Marquis of Dufferin was of the 
friendliest character. 
It was pointed 
out that it was incumbent upon the 
guardians of the Egyptian fund to as 
certain th© necessity for an action en 
tailing large outlays, and that it was 
preferable that the attitude to be taken 
should be defined at the outset, instead 
of being left in doubt.” 
It would seem that the dreibund has 
practically triumphed and there will be 
no serious opposition upon the part of 
France to the British advance up the 
Nile. 
Le Jour, however, declares that Rus­ 
sia and France are in “complete accord 
in regard to Egypt.” 
But 
this may 
mean little or nothing so far as inter­ 
fering with the plans of the Marquis 
of Salisbury are concerned.

elected by a vote of 287 to 386. 
An ef­ 
fort was at once made to elect Hoard by 
acclamation, but this was ruled oat of 
order, and the 4th district placed Eu­ 
gene Elliott in nomination. 
This was 
challenge to the Hoard men, and the 
report at once spread that the Milwau­ 
kee people had formed a combination 
with the Sawyer forces to down Hoard. 
he result showed Hoard’s strength, 
for despite the fact that the 4th and 7th 
districts cast their full strength—127 
votes—for Elliott, he was defeated by a 
vote of 408 to 271. 
The announcement 
was received with cheers. 
The danger of a rupture was now 
past, and the rest was smooth sailing. 
Elliott was elected without opposition. 
Stout and Scofield then made the decid­ 
ing contest, and Stout won by a vote of 
374 to 304. 
The chairmanship of the republican 
state central committee was an easy 
victory for Ed Coe, the W hitewater edi­ 
tor. 
His only opponent was Dr. W. A. 
Jones of Oconomowoc. Sam Harper’s 
name was not presented, and the resalt 
was: Coe, 468; Jones, 208.

The resolution indorsing McKinley is 
as follows:“Resolved,That the republic­ 
ans of Wisconsin recognize in the Hon. 
William McKinley of Ohio the most dis­ 
tinguished champion of the republican 
policy of protection and 
reciprocity; 
that we honor him as the defender of 
a sound system of finance, and we here­ 
by express to the delegates elected to 
the St. Louis convention our judgment 
that they should use all reasonable ef­ 
fort to secure his nomination for the 
presidency.”

Out 
of its net earnings the company is to 
pay—first, the interest on its bonded 
debt, then a dividend on the stock not 
to exceed 5 per cent, and the balance, if 
any, to go into a sinking fund for the 
payment of principal and interest of 
the first mortgage. The canal is to be 
built by three engineers of the United

The loss of hap­ 
less prospectors

from year to year has finally moved 
the board of supervisors of San Ber­ 
nardino county, which includes within 
it 20,000 square miles of this desert, to 
take some action to make it possible 
for prospectors to travel that arid re­ 
gion in comparative safety. Recently a 
number of mining men petitioned that 
a complete map of the desert be made, 
showing the roads, trails and sources 
of water supply, and a committee was 
ordered to investigate and report. The 
result of their investigations has just 
been made public and

A Pleasant W ay for a W om an W ho H as 
a Hom e to Make Money. 
An herb garden ought to be a resource \ 
of those gentlewomen who have homes 
and hardly wherewithal to maintain 
them, says the New York Journal. 
A half acre, a quarter, or even a 
single garden plot may be made to 
yield sweet savors and solid cash. Make 
it rich and light and free of flints; then 
in the sunniest part set savory things— 
sage, thyme, sweet basil, sweet major- 
am, parsley, dill, fennel, caraway and 
coriander. Roots are best,because quick­ 
est to give returns, but lacking them 
sow seeds. Keep the ground light, well 
stirred and free of weeds. 
W ater now 
and again with soapsuds and lay a light 
mulch about the roots. 
Then when 
there are green, tall stems just coming 
into flower pluck them delicately after 
the dew is off, tie them in bundles and 
hang them in a shaded, airy place to 
dry. 
This is if you are to sell them in bulk 
—all of a kind. A much better way is to 
tie bouquets of them—coaxing the most 
famous cook you know to tell you ex­ 
actly the right proportions. Once you 
have hit the palate of your customers 
you can be to a degree autocratic. 
When the bouquets are bone-dry tie 
them in dozens and label the dozen ac­ 
curately with the component parts, add­ 
ing the date of plucking and the year of 
growth. Special savoriness is thought 
by many to abide in the stocks of May 
and June; those of August are common­ 
ly the rankest and the late October 
pluckings particularly delicate. 
Set a rose hedge about your plot—the 
sweet old-fashioned hundred leaf roses 
that throughout the length of June are 
so prodigal of bloom. Dried rose leaves 
for her linen chest are the delight of a 
housewife—and the plucking and dry­ 
ing is not tedious work. But the rose 
barrier has other uses. At the root of 
it and in some degree protected by it 
you should set the healing simples, 
which live and thrive best in partial 
shadow—boarhound, camomile, catnip, 
tansy, elecampane, comfrey, wormwood 
—even the wild boneset—and by no 
means leaving out big white poppies 
and velvet yellow marigolds. 
The herbs must be plucked and dried 
like those for the kitchen—all, that is, 
but the comfrey, whose virtue is in the 
roots. 
They are taper and fleshy and 
when pounded to a paste with honey or 
lump sugar are a specific for coughs and 
bleeding lungs. 
Small, tightly sealed 
glass or earthen pots of the conserve 
might find ready sale. 
So might gen­ 
uine boarhound candy and a tonic, bit­ 
ter, aromatic cordial that most gentle­ 
women know* how’ to brew’ from tansy, 
camomile, wormwood and boneset.
